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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

No prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a sampling device comprising, 
inter alia, a lancet, a resilient inner member having a plurality of outer protrusions in an 
outer surface thereof, an outer member having a plurality of inner protrusions in an inner 
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surface thereof; wherein rotation of the outer member causes the inner protrusions to 
contact the outer protrusions so as to contract the inner member; wherein contraction of 
the inner member is adapted to squeeze skin around and express bodily fluid from an 
incision formed by the lancet.
